Details for First Canadian Industry of its Kind 
* Concluded---Pay-Roll of Seventy-Five Men--- 
* Similar Plants In States Employ Many Hundreds 


of Men. 


Without a competitor in Canada 
a concern to manufacture floor and 
wall tile will start to construct its 
plant in Redcliff in February. 

The final closure of this proposi- 
tion was made by wire to the 
Stoner, Lockwood & Wheeler Com- 
pany last Monday. The prospect 
of acquiring the tile plant was 
made public at the annual council 
meeting by Mr. W. J. Hayes, but 
it was not until Monday that all 
‘arrangements were definitely  con- 
cluded—hence the delay in ane 
lishing. 

The Redcliff tile plant will man- 
ufacture every form of ceramics 
and mosaies used in the building 
trades of the present day, for which 
there is an immense consumption 


in the corridor work of office build- |: 


ings, apartment houses, ete., and 
the entrances and floors of business 
blocks. The glazed tiling used ‘on 
bath room walls and floors is today 
a foreign product, says Mr. 8. C. 
Dunn. .Unglazed tiling will dlso 
be an output. 

All tiling has heretofore been i im- 
ported from either Great Britain or 
the United Btates, according to 


Mr. E. B. Plewes, who is associa- 
ted with the English interests which 
are under contract to. erect a steel 
tool manfacturing plant in Redcliff 
next spring, received the transfer of 
title to the acreage concessions for 
the industry from Mr. H,. 0O. 
Wheeler, representing the Stoner 
Agencies, or rather the Redcliff 
Realty Co., as the transferors were 
known at the time the agreement 
was consummated last April, ata 
special meeting of the council last 
evening. 

There is_nothiug now, as fer as 
the town is" concerned, to obstruct 
the immediate carrying out of the 
plans of this syndicate in Redeliff. 
The transfer was made direct, in- 
stead of to thetown as middle 
parties, becanse the town’s deben- 
tures for this property have not 
come from the printers, and there- 
fore the course pursued obviated 
the necessity of a double transfer. 

All arrangements have been con- 
cluded satisfactorily to the’ parties 
concerned. Mr, Plewes can not 
state definitely just now as to the 
plan of action of his people.

Some interesting particulars of the 
now trunk railway, the ction 
of which will form one of the most 
important features of Sir Frederick 
J ugard’s administration of Federated 
Nigeria are given by Reuter’s 
Agency. ; 
| . The chance discovery of Port Har- 
eourt, the coast terminus of the line, 
by Lieut. Hughes, R.N.R., the com- 


was made under dramatic  circum- 
etances, and the fact that the project- 
ed railway will cut through the very 
heart of the mysterious and almost 
; UNknowh centres of the strongest 
f-rm. of juju and fetish worship 
should provide incidents which, as 
construction advances, will prove not 
less exciting than those which attend- 
ed the building of the Uganda Rall- 
way. 

The whole line, which will be 550 
miles In length, of the standard Afri- 
can gauge, is estimated to cost £3,- 
000,000, and to occupy four or five 
years in construction. 

For years past attention has been 
directed to the necessity for opening 
up @ part of Africa which is not only 
the most thickly populated region on 
tho continent, but also include: the

But do not imagine that pluck of 
this kind belongs exclusively to the 
American criminal. In October, 
1865, a hew governor, Mr. George 
Clifton, was appointed to Dartmoor 
prison in Bngiand, and on the very 
day that he arrived the governor's 
house which stands on the right 
hand side of the prison gate, as you 
face it, caught fire. As Mr. Clifton 
drove up, the roof and attic were all 
ablaze. j 

The chief warden had already col- 
lected a gang of about thirty trust- 
worthy men, and set them to work 
with buckets. There is a pond just 
across the road, and they formed a 
chain and passed the buckets like 
lightning. “No free men,” sald an 
eye-witness, “could have worked 
harder, and as for those who were 
gn the ladder they never filnched 
although showers of sparks were 
beating down upon them and burn- 
ing holes in their clothes. 

They worked so well that they got 
the flames under, but some were so 
exbausted that they had to be helped 
back. to their cells.

On Mareh 10th, 1891, there fell 
upon the south of England the worst 
blizzard of snow ever recorded. On 
the heights of Dartmoor the gal 
raged furiously for three days, the 
cold was terrible, the drifts were 
piled forty feet deep, and did not 
melt until the following June. 

On the 13th the sheep began to 
die. Two prisoners asked-to see the 
governor, and volunteered to lead a 
party to rescue the poor creatures. 
Some forty convicts joined them, and 
armed with shovels cut their way 
through the buge drifts amid the 
stinging ice blast, and succeeded at 
great risk to themselyes in rescuing 
nearly all the flock. 

Many a convict has risked his life 
in helping a warder attacked by 
some prisoner who has suddenly 
run amok, At Portland, some few 
years ago, was a man whom we will 
‘call Thomson, who was noted and 
feared for his mad fits of rage. 

He had already got into trouble 
for throwing a bath plug at the 
governor, and for attempting to as- 
sault a warder with his own baton, 
On the latter occasion it took three 
warders to get him down.
